and cannot recover himself. 
In a few 
weeks at best all recollection of the

The way in which geometry 
has 
been taught in many high schools is 
a case In point. Pupils would rise and 
recite by heart certain theorem s and 
dem onstrations.

1 Effect of W ar on Trade 
In its monthly financial letter issued on the 25th 
inst., ’I'he American N ational Bank of San Francisco 
has this to say regarding conditions on the Coast: 
“ In common with the rest of the country, the P a­ 
cific Coast has been confronted with unusual prob­ 
lem s growing out of the conditions on account of the 
war. 
These problems have been met and handled 
w ith adm irable calm ness and restraint on the part 
of the bankers and business men, and the people 
generally. 
Financially, there has been but little dis­ 
turbance of norm al conditions. Bankers of San F ran­ 
cisco and the other cities of the Coast, rem em bering 
the experience of 1907, have deemed it wise to re­ 
m ain on a gold basis in th eir clearing house tran ­ 
sactions, while making wide use of national bank 
circulation in th© ordinary routine pf business. Loans 
have not been m aterially curtailed, nor interest rates 
sharply advanced, anu the effort to keep trade and 
industry upon an even keel has been successful. 
“The tem porary stoppage of all facilities for for­ 
eign shipm ent has wrought some confusion in the 
local m arkers. 
Thousands of tons of grain are in 
w arehouses or on the docks, or being loaded into 
steam ers for shipm ent to the British isles. 
A few 
cargoes have gone forw ard, mostly in Danish or 
Norwegian vessels and several British steam ers are 
expected to depart soon, the war risk having been 
guaranteed by the B ritish government. 
W hat is 
tru e of barley and w heat is also true of canned fruits 
and vegetables. 
Canners had booked the largest 
volume of export, sales in the history of the indus­ 
try in California, mainly to B ritish purchasers. These 
goods are highly desired, and it will be but a short 
tim e before the way is open for resumption of ship­ 
m ents. 
“In dried fruits, except raisins, the situation is less 
satisfactory. 
Dried apricots and prunes are sold 
largely in Germany, and it is not expected th at large 
shipm ents will he wanted in this quarter, even if 
m eans of transprtation w ere at 
hand. 
This 
will 
necessitate finding other m arkets. Owing to this con­ 
dition, and the inability to ship abroad, packers are 
not anxious to bid on the m aturing crop and prices 
have declined somewhat since the commencement 
of w arfare. 
Raisins are in excellent position, owing 
to the light, carryover from last year, and the prob­ 
able cessation of im ports from the M editerranean 
countries.. Lemons have advanced sharply, and figs, 
nuts aud other minor products have risen in price. 
Sugar, with-Ii in an im portant item in California 
m anufacturers, has been m arked up to such a high 
figure that th e governm ent is investigating. 
“When tilt* difficulties have been re noved from 
sea transportation foreign exchange and war insur­ 
ance the whole country ought to feel the stim ulus of 
a brisk trade with the w arring countries* which need 
the things we have to sell, and with other coun­ 
tires which can no longer buy from then- accustomed 
European sources, 
in the end, however, all trade, all 
commerce arui all m anufactures, the world over, will 
suffer from the t.'em endous waste of capital and 
human energy now being turned into channels of 
destruction. 
The g re a ter the conflict the greater 
the t ost, and part of th a t cost will be borne by every 
citizen of America. 
A lready it is m anifest in the 
enhanced price of com m odities and it will be felt, 
directly or indirectly, far many years to come. 
"It is a tim e that calls pre-eminently for the exer­ 
cise of patience, forebe arance and common sense 
on the part of the A m erican people to the end that 
trade and industry may suffer as little disturbance 
as possible and that th is country may bear a help­ 
ful part in one of the d irest periods of the world's 
history.’’ 


Cremating Soldiers 
Portable incinerators, to be used for the crem a­ 
tion of the dead on the battlefield, are to be used 
by the German army in the present war, according 
to advices just received by Dr. Hugo Erichsen of 
Detroit, president of the 
Cresnatiou 
Society 
of 
America. 
“Cremation, as practiced in the conflicts 
of the past, has been of the crudest possible de­ 
sert ption,’’ said Dr. Erichsen. 
"The general staff 
of the German arm.', however, has adopted a por­ 
table crem ator that will be used on tile battlefield 
and is capable of incinerating 25 bodies an hour. 
The ashes, whenever possible, will be returned to 
Germany for burial.” 


Orders By Railroad Commission 
The Railroad Commission has made an order dis­ 
missing the application of the Southern California 
Edison Company for authority to issue 20,000 shares 
of common capital stock of the par value of $100 
each 
The application was dismissed at the re­ 
quest of the company. 
The Commission lias also Issued a supplem ental 
order authorizing the Los Angeles and San Diego 
Beach Railway Company to issue two promissory 
notes totaling $24,000 to be used in renewing sim ilar 
notes outstanding. 


Rogers Talks of War 
It. I. Rogers, vil e president of the National Bank 
of California, in an interview regarding tile situa­ 
tion in the Old World says: “This war is deplorable, 
but will not last long. 
The war should, however, 
help business of this country, and if we lake ad­ 
vantage of our opportunity we can accomplish in a 
year or so w hat under norm al conditions would re­ 
quire a hundred years. 
T he business of our bank 
is just about Hie same as it has been for Hie last 
year, is good and satisfactorily handled.” 


Federal Reserve Banks 
The Federal Reserve Board has decided that it 
will open all twelve reserve hanks at the same time, 
the conclusion being reac hed that it would be un­ 
wise to open the New York and Boston institutions 
d rat 
Tnerefor© the new banking system will be 
launched simultaneously all over the country. 


Farm Mortgage Bankers' Association 
The first annual convention of the Farm Mortgage 
B ankers’ Association will he hold in Chicago October 
7 and 8 at the Hotel La Salle. 
F. W. Thompson of 
th e Merchant*' Loan & T rust Company, Chicago, is 
president of the association.

Uncle Sam to Investigate Loans 
It has been alleged in the E ast th at banks in New 
York were w orking 
unnecessary 
hardships 
upon 
many people by calling loans. 
In view of this the 
Comptroller of the Currency has forwarded the fol­ 
lowing le tter to New York banks:* 
‘‘Complaints have reached this office th at national 
banks in New York are imposing unnecessary and 
unreasonable hardships upon borrowers whose obli­ 
gations are secured by collateral, and that certain 
banks are throw ing out loans made on high-class or 
approved dividend-paying securities. 
Please send to 
this office prom ptly over sworn signatures of your 
president or cashier the information called for. 
F irst—A descriptive list of those securities (not 
accounts held) which you were carrying for borrow­ 
ers prior to A ugust I, 19l4, which since th at time 
you have requested borrowers either to withdraw’ 
from loans or to pay loans upon which they were 
security because of dissatisfaction with such collat­ 
eral. 
Second—A descriptive list of all securities upon 
which you have required or are requiring borrowers 
to maintain m argin of more than 25 per cent, indicat­ 
ing approxim ately as to such securities the price at 
which you are now loaning to borrow ers on those 
securities which have been discrim inated against. 
Third—Amount of your call loans secured by bond 
and stock collateral which you have called for pay­ 
ment since closing of New’ York Stock Exchange. 
Fourth—Amount paid off in response to calls. 
Fifth—Amount of call loans held by you for ac­ 
count of correspondents which you have called since 
August I, 1914. 
Sixth—Amount paid off iii response to such calls 
for account of correspondents. 
Seventh—Amount of new call loans made by your 
bank since August I, 1914. 
Eighth—Amount of securities, if any. which you 
have sold or ordered sold for account of borrowers 
since August I, 1914, because of omission of bor­ 
rowers to pay call loans secured by collateral or 
m aturing collateral notes. 
Ninth—A statem ent snowing 
condition 
of 
your 
hank at close of business Monday, August 3, 1914.” 


Fate of Pacific Mail Steamship Co. 
The existence of tile Pacific Mall Steam ship com­ 
pany depends, according to advices from San F ran­ 
cisco, upon the willingness of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission to grant its application for per­ 
mission to continue in the coastwise trade to Mex­ 
ican ports, accoruing to the statem ent of R. P. 
Schwerin, vice-president and general m anager of 
the steam ship company, before Commissioner ll. C. 
Hall in San Francisco. 
The Pacific Mail company 
is controlled by the 
Southern 
Pacific 
Company, 
which reaches by rail some of the Mexican cities 
with which the steam ship company trades. 
The specific point involved in the hearing was 
Mazatlan, and Schw erin said lie had no fear the 
Panam a .Canal act could be construed to include 
his company's business w ith other Mexican and Cen­ 
tral American points not reached by til© Southern 
Pacific. However, he said th at w ithout the M azatlan 
business his company could not engage profitably 
In the south coast trade, and the Pacific Mail Com­ 
pany’s O riental business would become unprofitable 
if the coasting steam ers were discontinued. Schwerin 
testified tn at the steam ship company had paid no 
dividends since 1898, and said its continuance ‘‘has 
been largely sentim ental.” 
He added th a t “its with­ 
drawal m eant turning over the only considerable 
merchant m arine business left under the American 
flag to foreign ships.” 
A num ber of im porters and 
exporters appeared as the company’s w itnesses, and 
they testified th at the Pacific Mail service to the 
south coast is necessary in order to enable Cali­ 
fornia m erchants to compete with the E ast and 
Europe in Central America. 
The case wras taken under advisem ent without 
opposition. 


Emergency Shipping Bill 
Congress has passed tile emergency shipping bill 
which authorizes the President to adm it foreign- 
built ships to American registry so that commercial 
fleets may sail the seas under protection of tho 
American flag while belligerents of Europe are at 
war and scouring the ocean for prizes. 
Tile Presi­ 
dent signed the bill Tuesday and it is now the law. 
As finally passed the bill, besides providing for 
the registry of foreign-built ships authorizes the 
President in his discretion “to suspend provisions 
of Hie law requiring all watch officers of American 
vessels in the foreign trade to be citizens of tho 
United States, requiring 
survey, Inspection 
and 
measurem ent of vessels admitted to registry by offi­ 
cers of the United States.” 
The bill enacts into law’ the adm inistration plan 
to restore the trails Atlantic trade paralyzed by the 
European war. 
It is also designed to enlarge the 
American m erchant marine. 
Already the Hamburg- 
American line lias received proposals for certain of 
its vessels now in American w aters and tile North 
German Lloyd line has announced that it will sell 
some of its ships. 
Adm inistration officials expect 
to see many foreign-built ships come uuder the 
American flag at an early date. 


Russian War Losses Enormous 
Russia’s losses iii previous European wars have 
been enormous, according to I lice Army and Navy 
journal. 
It says: 
“In three wars witli Turkey Russia put into tho 
field 1,709,000, and Inst iii killed, wounded and miss­ 
ing 126,000, and by sickness 243,000, a total of 369,- 
OOO. 
During the- Crimean war 1,300,OOO were put into 
the field, and the- killed, wounded aud missing were 
Hi'',OO© and sick 220,000. 
Thus the acquisition of the Black Sea littoral, 
the mouth of the Danube and tile right to maintain 
a fleet on tho Black Sea, Hie gateway of which 
was closed, coi t Russia 250,000 meu lost in thy bat­ 
tle and 460,oho invalided, out of 3,000,000 put into 
the field. 
A conflict with Sweden for tin: approach of the 
Bai tic cost .Russia 700,000 out of I,SIO,OOO combat­ 
ants employed. 


Espee to Test New York Law 
The 
Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad 
company 
has 
served notice on the W orkmen’s Compensation Cora- 
mission, of New York, that it will make a test case 
in the courts of tho authority of the commission to 
make aw ards for injuries to a large class of its em­ 
ployes—the longshoremen and stevedores employed 
on tile company s freight piers in New York City. 
This will be the first tim e tile new’ law’ of New York 
State, w’hieh w ent into effect July 1st, will be tested 
in the courts.
